amount of the bill is $4256.92. 


The question of a new pump for the 


Centralville 
pumping 
stalion as re- 


quested by the water board wns taken 
up. 
The committee 
had 
asked 
an 


opinion from the city solicitor relative 
to this matter and 
the opinion was 
read. On motion of Alderman Dexter 
It was voted to.refer the opinion to the 
water board with the recommendation 
that.the.board get plans, fpc-ciflcalions 
ar.'d bids on the new pump. 
The committee, will forward a com- 


munication to the city council in which 
it will bo stated that when appropria- 
tions were fixed early in ihe year the 
committee on appropriations 
had 
in 


mind the bill for $4286.92 in favor of 
the Massachusetts School for the Fee- 
ble. Minded, and that the nmount rec- 
ommended for the charity department. 
S'5,000, was intended to include the bill 
in-question. 
The committee, with the exception 


of Councilman Flanagan, voted the fol- 
lowing, recommendation

The proposed purchase of the Liv- 


ingston land in upper Middlesex street 
for park purposes was next in order. 
Chairman Gray reported that tho pur- 
chase price, $12,000, Is about the same 
as' it was last year. All of the mem- 
bers, with the exception of Councilman 
Flanagnn, favored the purchase, nnd 
on. a votb Councilman Flanagan was 
the only dissenter. The latter allowed 
that it was too much to pay for the 
land, and 
argued 
that it 
mijfhl he 


bought at a lower price. 


After 
considering the fact that it 


would require n two-thirds vote of the 
city government to pass a special loan 
order for the amount named, Ihe com- 
mittee recommended that It bo taken 
from the general treasury fund, which 
needs only a majority vote. Council- 
man Flanagan voted against the prop- 
osition. Adjourned at 8.4S.

railroads on yesterday

Problems to Solve 


• "Every modern, civilized nation 
has 


many and terrible problems to solve 
within Its own borders, problems that 
arise not merely from juxtaposition o£ 
poverty and riches, but especially from 
the self-consciousness of .both poverty 
and riches. Each nation .must 
deal 


with these matters In its own fashion 
and yet .the spirit In which the prob- 
lem is approached must ever be funda- 
mentally the same. It must be a spirit 
of broad humanity; of brotherly kind- 
ness; of. acceptance of responsibility, 
one for each and each for all; and at 
the same time a spirit as remote as 
th6 poles from every form of weakness 
and sentimentality. As in war to par- 
don the coward Is to do cruel wrong 
to the brave man whose life, his cow- 
ardice jeopardizes, so In civil affairs 
It Is revolting to every "principle of 
justice to glvo to the lazy, the vicious, 
or even the feeble and dull-witted, a 
reward, which Is really the robbery of 
what braver, wiser, abler' men 
have 


earned., ^Tlie only effective way to help 
any man .is to. help him to help him- 
self; and the worst lesson to teach him 
Is that he can be permanently helped 
it-.the exi>ehs<=^vi"iF.:ii£!e one else. True 
liberty shows itself to best advantage 
In -protecting the rights .of others, and 
especially 
ot, - ; minorities. Privileges 


should nqt'iie tolerated because it IB to 
:he advantage of a minority, nor yet 
because ft Is to 'the advantage . of a 
majority.' 
Ko doctrinaire theories of 
vested rights-or freedom of contract 
can stand' In the' way of our cutting 
out abuses 'from the body politic. Just 
as little can we afford to 'follow the doc- 
trinaires of an Impossible—and 
Inci- 


dentally Of. a highly undesirable—so- 
cial revolution which, in 
destroying 


ndlvldual rights (including property 
rights) and thc family, would destroy 
.he two chief agents In the advance of 
mankind, and the two chief reasons 
why cither the advance or the preser- 
vation of mankind is worth while. It 
s an evil and .a dreadful thing to be 
callous to sorrow and suffering, 
and 


3l!nd to our duty to do all things possi- 
ble for the betterment of social con- 
ditions. But 
It is an 
unspeakably 


foolish thing to strlvo for this better- 
ment by means so 
destructive 
that 


they would'leave no social conditions 
to better. In dealing with all these so- 
cial problems, with the Intimate rela- 
tions of the family, with wealth • In 
private use and business use, with la- 
)or, with poverty, the one prime neces- 
sity is to remember that, though hard- 
ness of heart Is a great- evil, it is no 
greater an evil than softness of head. 


"But in addition to these problems

of all which to a larger or less degree 
affect all the modern nations some-
